W. Johnson. of 391 Peachtree, while he 
was testifying in the Battle Hill sant- 
tarium hearing before the investigat- 
ing committee of the. city council yes- 
terday afternoon, Johnson also told 
the committee that he saw Superin- 
tendent Merritt smother a 38-year-old 
girl with pillow to stop her from 
coughing. 

The committee heard a number of 
witnesses, among them Drs. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer; Dr. G. G. Hall, 
city physician; Dr. A. B. Elkin and 
Dr. KE. Cc. Thrash, and learned from 
them that methods employed in other 
sanitariums to maintain discipline 
among the patients were as strict a8 at 
Battle Hill They all testified that 
pork and weinerwurst could be served 
to tubercular patients who are not 
dyspeptics, and Dr. Elkin, who served 
a year at a sanitarium in Louisville, 
paid that he considered pork and welin- 
erwurst “an excellent diet for patients 
whose temperatures are not too high.” 

Jamen Woodward Present. 

James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s next 
mayor, was present during part of the 
hearing. which was conducted by W. 
G. Humphrey; chairman, and Councll- 
men Wood, Vaughan, Boynton and 
Baskin. The witnesses were examined 
by Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriolo- 
gist, and Aldermen F. J. Spratling, 
Alderman John E. McClelland and 
Arthur Van Dyke took a hand in the 
examination. 

Aldermnan Van DykKe explained the 
Origin of the charges against the san- 
itarium. saying that Dr. Hall, the city 
physictan, and Smoke Inspector Mc- 
Michael complained about Dr. Merritt 
holding examinations in the office of 
the board of health. He reiterated the 
charge that Dr. Merritt ‘did not Keep 
hours; that he was abrupt and arbi- 
trary in the administration of his 
duties, and that he bulldozed, bully- 
ragged and harassed the patients. 

Objected to Using Office. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, health officer, said 
that Dr. Merritt had made examina- 
tions of patients at the office of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis league, but moved 
to the board of health, and had hours 
between 1 and 2:30 o'clock, twice a 
week. He sald that Dr. Merritt 
frequently late, being unavoidably 
a number of times, 

He said the patients were irregular. 
Bome came too early, and sat about 
the office coughing and disturbing the 
force. He admitted that many private 
physicians are often delayed. The wit- 
ness told the committee that he was a 
member of the sanitarium committee, 
and that a room in the basement of 
the hall had been provided tor the ex- 
amination of patients, but that it 
would cost $500 to fit it up.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, October 25.—The 
court-martial of General Felix Diaz 
began at 5 o'clock this afternoon. The 
execution of Senors Lima and Migoni, 
two of his officers, has been fixed for 
tomorrow morning. It is probable that. 
General Diaz will be shot at the same 
time.

Sentenced to Death. 

Mexico City, October 25.—Extra edi- 
of the newspapers late tonight 
the report that General Felix 
the leader of the recent revolt 
Cruz, had been sentenced to 
death by a court-martial. The story 
was received with doubt by a large 
part of the public, who were reluctant 
to believe that the commandant of the 
federal forces at Vera Cruz had ig- 
nored the order of the federal judge of 
the first district court here removing 
Diaz from the jurisdiction of the m¥i- 
tary court. 

Nevertheless the friends of Diaz to- 
night were untiring in their efforts to 
secure a suspension of the sentence of 
death, if it hag been imposed. A por- 
tion of the newspapers of the capital 
also are appealing to the government 
to spare Diaz and his officers. Ef- 
forts made to unravel the mystery 
surrounding the developments at Vera 
Cruz and to determine why the de- 
cision had been reached to court-mar- 
tial Diag resulted in discussions in 
both houses of congress tonight. An 
interpellation was directed to the pres- 
ident for a statement of all the facts 
the case. The senate at a late 
hour is still in session. The lower 
house adjougned when sufficient of 
the government supporters had made 
their exit, leaving the chamber with- 
out a quorum. 

Two of the captured officers of the 
staff of Felix Diaz were shot by the 
federal troops at 10:30 last evening 
after being sentenced to death by sum- 
mary court-martial. The execution 
was carried out with absolute secrecy. 
Their names were Major Zarate and 
Major Cuesta. 

The court-martial began its sessions 
at 6 o'clock in the evening, and the 
judgments must be delivered and the 
verdicts put into effect within seventy- 
two hours from the time of meeting. 

Some of the volunteers who joined 
Diaz belonged to the leading families 
of the city. Those of them who may 
be captured will be sentenced to short 
terms of imprisonment, but many of 
them have escaped to the country.

INCREASE ASKED 
INPOSTAL BUDGET 


Shows $12,086,903 Advance 


Parcels Post Is Provided for, and 
Other Innovations Become 
Effective. 


Washington, October 25.—For the 
Support of their postal service the peo- 
ple of the United States next year 
will pay $283,805,760, far more than 
for any other branch of the govern- 
ment services. Estimates forwarded 
today to the treasury department by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, of ap- 
propriations necessary to the operation 
of the postoffice department during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1913, 
propose an increase of $12,086,909 over 
the appropriations of the current fisca) 
year. 

Mr. Hitehcock the first cabinet 
officer to complete his estimates, which 
aggregate $281,791,508 for the postal 
Service at large, exclusive of $2,014,- 
260 for the department in Washing- 
ton. Nearly $1,000,000 of the increase 
will be required to put into effect the 
postal examination legislation enacted 
this year. 

It is estimated that $7,240,000 will 
be needed for the parcels post system; 
$1,350,000 to meet the conditions re- 
quired under the new eight-hour law: 
$750,000 to provide for the reclassifica- 
tion of- railway mail clerks, and $150,- 
000 to establish the new village free 
delivery service. 

Only 2,600,000 
appropriations, representing an _  in- 
crease of less than 1 per cent, which 
is the lowest actual rate of increase 
in the history of the postal service. 

Railway Mail Increase. 

The largest item in the estimates is 
$49,661,000 needed to pay the rail- 
ways for carrying the mails. This is 
an increase of $2,015,000, of which 
$1,685,000 will be required to meet ad- 
ditional expenses resulting from the 
establishment of the parcels post. 

For salaries in the railway mail 
service an estimate of $24,739,650 was 
submitted or $1,296,450 more than last 
year. The increase is necessary to put 
into effect the reclassification of rail- 
way postal clerks, providing annual 
promotion for the thousands of em- 
ployees in this branch of the service. 

For city delivery service $34,860,000 
Is asked, representing an increase of 
2,107,825. Part of this increase is 
asked for because of the parcels post. 

Mr. Hitchcock submits an estimate 
of $47,500,000 to maintain and extend 
the rurgl delivery service, an increase 
of $500,000. This service now covers 
over 1,000,000 miles of rural and city 
routes, earrying the mails to the homes 
of 20,000,000 people in the rural dis- 
tricts of the United States.

Mrs. Hill Accuses Pretty Widow of 
Alienating Husband’s Affections.

In a bloody battle waged with a 
razor, stones and clubs yesterday aft- 
ernoon between a jealous wife and a 
pretty, 26-year-old grass widow whom 
the wife suspected of alienating her 
husband's, affection, Mrs. Bessie Hill, 
wife of W. O. Hill, of 25 Hilliard 
street, and Mrs. Katie Allen, of 27 
Hilliard street, were severely wound- 
ed 

Mrs. Hill was carried to Grady hos- 
pital, where a gaping scalp wound was 
given attention, and Mrs. Allen was 
brought to police headquarters, where 
She was attended by the police sur- 
geon. She was cut and bruised about 
the head and face. 

Battle Over Husband. 

The fight o€curred near the homes of 
the participants. Mrs. Hill ts alleged 
to have waylaid Mrs. Allen as the 
latter passed No. 25 on her Way to the 
city. According to eye-witnesses and 
detectives who made the arrests, Mrs. 
Hill wielded a razor belonging to her 
husband, and probably would have 
inflicted mortal injuries upon the 
young widow had it not been for the 
Interference of Mrs. S. J. Lasseter, the 
aged mother of Mrs. Allen. 

The clash grew out of a quarrel 
earlier in the afternoon between Mrs. 
Hill and her husband over the latter’s 
alleged intimacy with the widow next 
door. The domestic disturbance be- 
came so disorderly that the police were 
called in and cases madé against hus- 
band and wife. Mrs. Allen was sub- 
poenaed to appear at the trial as wit- 
ness. 

Indignant uver Mrs. Allen's consent 
to appear as a witness in the case, and 
already incensed over the pretty wid- 
ow's reported intimacy with Mr. Hill, 
Mrs. Hill, who is 30 years old, {s said 
to have stood in waiting on the porch 
of her residence for the appearance 
of Mrs. Allen. 


Furs Slashed to Pieces. 

Shortly before dark, Mrs. Allen 
Started uptown. She wore a neat coat 
suit and a set of furs. As she reached 
the front of the Hill home. Mrs. Hill 
is said to have called for her to stop a 
moment. 

According to passers-Ly who wit- 
nessed the affray, the fight beean im- 
mediately upon Mrs. Hill reaching the 
sidewalk. Mrs. Allen declares her furs 
were sliced to pieces by a razor wield- 
ed by the irate wife, and that she 
barely escaped being cut in the throat 
as the woman advanced upon her. 

Stumbling and falling to the side- 
walk, Mrs. Allen clutched a large 
stone and threw it into the face of 
her assailant. Then Mr. Hill and Mrs. 
Lasseter interfered. 

Mrs. Hill Renews Fight. 

At sight of her husband, Mrs. Allen 
declares Mrs. Hill renewed the fight 
with added vigor, and that if it had not 
been for the timely interference of 
Mrs. Lasseter, her daughter would 
have been fatally stabbed. As it was, 
the aged mother received a severe 
slash upon the forearm. e 

A hurry call was sent in to police 
headquarters and Detectives Shaw and 
Coker were sent to the scene.. They 
found Mrs. Hill bleeding from a severe 
wound upon the head, and Mrs. Allen 
suffering from numerous cuts and 
bruises about the head and face. 

Hill was released upon a copy of 
charges, and Mrs. Hill and Mrs. Allen 
were held under $100 bond, which the 
former gave. They will be arraigned 
before Recorder Broyles this afternoon.

M’DONALD’S FATE. 
IN JURY’S HANDS 


Believed That Jury Refused to 
Free Slayer of Robert 
L. Stevens. 


Frank McDonald, who killed Robert 
Stevens, son of former Railroad Com- 
missioner O, B. Stevens, will today be 
sentenced by Judge Roan. The jury 
reached a decision last night after be- 
ing out an hour and five minutes. 
Those in best position to ascertain the 
facts believe that the jury refused to 
free McDonald, but the exact verdict 
is unknown 

The sealed may be one of 
three—murder, murder with a recom- 
mendation for mercy, or voluntary 
manslaughter, which carries a sentence 
of from one to twenty years. 

The lad, in a statement to the jury, 
acknowledges that on the night of 
June 25 he fatally stabbed the Stevens 
boy, but he claimed that he acted to 
Save his own life. 

It is generally believed that the ver- 
dict was voluntary manslaughter.

They 
Pperted without settling their difficul- 
ties, and Stevens went with his friends 
to North Pryor street and Auburn ave- 
nue. There Stevens engaged in a dis- 
pute with W. L. Fowler, and McDonald, 
coming up, _§ interfered. McDonald 
Slapped Stevens, and before the latter 
could interfere, slashed him across the 
abdomen with a_  Kkife, inflicting a 
wound from which he died June 29 at 
the Grady hospital. 

That Stevens was the aggressor and 
drew a knife on his slayer was the 
statement of both Frank and'’Ed Mce- 
Donald.
